CHICAGO, ‘July .7.—The sensational 
Wellington Hotel bathroom incident, was 
reached in the trial of Ella Gingles in 
Judge Brentano’s court here today. . For 
the time being Assisiant State’s Attor- 
ney Short’s crogss-eximination of the 
young Irish lacemaker, accused of the 
theft of lace from her erstwhile em- 
ployer, Miss Agnes Barrette, was sus- 
pended, and the direct examination by 
her attorney, P. H. O'Donnell, resumed. 


This was done after a conference of 


counsel with the Court. Mr. O'Donnell, 
it was announced by Judge Brentano, 
would be allowed to question Miss Gin- 
gles in the freest manner to bring out 
the story of her life. The purpose of 
this, it was stated, was to allow the 
prosecution to cross-examine the young 
defendant. 

Scores of women and school girls were 
turned away from the courtroom. Judge 

Brentano commented on the presence 
of women and girls in the face of pub- 
lished statements showing the character 
of the testimony in the case. He threat- 
ened to photograph every woman pres- 
ent, at which several of them fled. 

Her First Story Doubted, 

The . cross-examination before being 
suspended was brought up to Feb. 16 
last, when Miss Gingles was found 
bound and gagged in a public bathroom 
at the Wellington Hotel. She claimed 
at that time to have been the victim of 
& mysterious attack. However, the 
bathroom was found locked from the 
inside and there were many other de- 
tails throwing doubt on the story.

| BOY CHAINED BY MOTHER 


WHEN POLICEMAN CALLS 
TO GET HIM FOR THEFT 


Parent Punishes Son for Not Sel- 
ling Papers—Theft Proceed- 
dings Dropped. 

When Patrolman Roland of the Carr 
Street Station went to 1216 North Highth 
street, at 8 p. m. Tuesday, to arrest 
Frank Vitle, 9 years old, on suspicion 
of having robbed the house of Adolph 
Dietch, at 1208 North Eighth street, he 
found the boy already a prisoner, 

chained to the back porch. 

Frank was lying down, eating his sup- 
rer of spaghetti and watermelon. 

One end of a chain six feet long was 
attached to a staple driven in the wood- 
work. The other end was looped around 
the boy’s left ankle and fastened with 
a big padlock. 

The boy said his mother had chained 
him up about noon. Mrs. Nick Vitle, 
his mother, told the policeman she had 
chained him two hours before because 
he refused to sell newspapers. 

Mrs. Vitle said she had sent Frank 
out on Franklin avenue to sell papers, 
and her other son, John, had reported 
that the boy refused to work. When he 
got home, she said, she chained him up. 

Under the policeman’s order, Mrs. Vi- 
tle opened the padlock with a key. The 
boy was locked up in the police station 
for the night. 

Bertha Williams, a negress, had identi- 
fied Frank Vitle as one of several boys 
who, she said, had crawled into a win- 
dow at Dietch’s house and taken two 
shirts, some side combs and a box of 
nails. 

Dietch refused to prosecute and the 
boy was released.

WIFE NOT PERSISTENT 


$3000 Policy Is Sought by 
Daughter—Divore De- 
cree Set Aside. 


The National Union, a benevolent in- 
surance organization\, Wednesday asked 
the Circuit Court ‘to decide to whom it 
shall pay $3000 insurance on the life of 
Joseph Traunmiller, former brewery 
manager, who died at the State Asylum 
two months ago. 

Dispob’ition of the insurance money is 
made the more difficult by the fact 
that after Traunmiller had been taken 
to an asylum, his wife, Mrs. Emma 
Traunmiller, obtained a divorce which 
later was set aside, on the ground that 
there had been no legal service on the 
husband. 

In its petition, the National Union 
names as defendants Mrs. Traunmiller 
and her daughters, Mrs. Adele T. 
Schreiner and Miss Claire Traunmiller. 
Mrs. Schreiner’s home is at 3515 Hum- 
phrey street. Mrs. Traunmiller and the 
unmarried daughter live at 5617 Clemens 
avenue. Until recently Mrs. Traunmiller 
made her home with Mrs. Schreiner. 

It is stated in the petition that Mrs. 
Traunmiller is named in the policy as 
beneficiary, but that her daughters have 
made a formal claim to the insurance 
money, alleging that their mother is 
not entitled to it, as she was divorced 
from their father after the policy was 
issued. 
It is not stated that Mrs. Traunmiller 
has made any claim to the money, or 
that she is opposing her daughters’ ef- 
forts to obtain possession of it. 

Business reverses and domestic trou- 
bles were given as the causes of Traun- 
miller’s mental collapse, when he was 
taken to the asylum two years ago. -

Chief of Detectives Smith will not 
lose his job as the result of the mid- 
night arrest of Hildegarde Hallen, form- 
er stenoghapher for M. Dwight fFort- 
ner. Col. John A. Laird, president of 
the Police Board, told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter Wednesday that he believes, 
under the opinion of the Attorney Gen- 
eral, that Chief Smith did not exceed 
his authority in arresting the girl and 
that there is nothing worthy of serious 
consideration in the case as it now 
stands. 

“The Hallen case may be Giscussed 
in the board's special meeting today,’’ 
said Col. Laird. ‘I am not sure that it 
will. I have said several times that I 
do not thirk, there is much to the case, 
and I do not see that anything can be 
done, since the Attorney General has 
decided that Chief Smith did not ex- 
ceed his authority.’ 

While Smith’s job is secure so far as 
the Hallen case ts concerned, yet at the 
Four Courts an upheaval is expected 
which may cost both Chief Smith and 
Chief Creecy their jobs. 

The special meeting of the board was 
called to consider the friction between 
Chief of Detectives Smith and Chief of 
Police Creecy. The board will insist 
that there must be team work between 
the heads of the two divisions of the 
Police Department. 

Compares Police to Browns. 

“It was well known whén I went into 
the Police Board,”’ said Col. Laird, “that 
there was a lack of harmony between 
Chief Creecy and Chief Smith. We can- 
not get good results without team work.

The friction between Chief Smith 
and Chief Creecy began over a year 
ago when the Desmond Agency, con- 
ducted by former Chief of Detectives 
William Desmond and former Assist- 
ant Chief John Keely, was employed 
to ferret out a diamond robbery that 
occurred in the home ca@® Fred A. 
Smith, 4102 Westminster place. 

Smith Took Offense, 

The diamond robbery is said to 
have been reported to Chief Creecy 
by the Desmond Agency, and Chief 
Smith was requested to work on it 
without knowing who had . been 
robbed, or that Desmond had been 
paid to handle the investigation. 
Chief Smith’s men recovered the di- 
amonds from the description given. 

Chief Smith is said to have accused 
Chief Creecy of favoritism toward 
the Desmond Agency in this matter. 

Chief Smith took the view that it was 
not yight for a private detective agency 
to get credit for work done through his 
department. No signed order was given 
to Smith, according to a Four 
Courts report, to work on -this case, 
but he was handed a printed bulletin 
containing a description of the gems. 

The Chief of Detectives is subject to 
the orders of the Chief of Police. The 
Board will seek to learn whether Chief 
Smith has disobeyed the orders of Chief 
Creecy, and if he has, why Chief Creecy 
had not reported the insubordination 
to the Board,

Speaks Before Catholic Sum- 
mer School on Religious | 
Tolerance.

PLATTSBURG, N. Y., July 7.—Presi- 
dent Taft as the guest of the New York 
and Vermont Champlain Tercentenary 
Commission found himself the central 
figure today in a series of events in con- 
junction with the celebration of the 
800th anniversary of the discovery of 
the Champlain country that promised 
no cessation of acvivities until. far into 
the night. A 

Early in the “day the President mo- 
tored to Cliff Haven, half a mile from 
Bluff Point, where he addressed a large 
gathering at the Catholic summer school 
of America, returning later to the Ho- 
tel Champlain, where he received the 
foreign ambassadors, Governors Hughes 
and Prouty, members of the New York 
State J.egislature and others of the 
guests. 

The President in his address at Cliff 
Haven devoted himself almost exclu- 
sivvely to the discussion of religious 
tolerance and the better feeling between 
the denominations which he says exists 
in this country. He said in part: 

“I think we are reaching a point in 
this country where we are very much 
more tolerant of everything and every- 
bedy than in the past, and where we 
are giving justice where justice ought 
to be given. 

“We are no longer cherishing those 
narrow prejudices that come from de- 
nominational bigotry, and we are able 
to recognize in the past these great 
heroes in religion and Chrisitan faith, 
and appreciate the virtues they ex- 
hibited and follow the examples they 
set for us.

Aviators Work Mysteriously 
and Take None Into Their 
Confidence. 


LONG TRIP FOR CLOTH 





Major Squier Declares Depart- 
ment Wants Quicker Ac- 
tion in Aeroplane Test. 


By Wire From the ‘Washington Uu- 
reau of the Post-Diapatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 7.—It is an open 


secret that the Wright brothers are 
‘getting on the nerves’’ of the aerv- 
nautical board of the army, 
supervising their trial flights in the 
aeroplane at Fort Myer. There has 
been no open comment by army men, 
but it is well understood that the offi- 
cers would like to have Orville and Wii- 
bur Wright divulge their plans a little 
more freely, and make a little more 
speed in the direction of the completion 
of their tests. 
Free in Movements, 

Wilbur Wright left for New York 
last night without telling the officers 





stationed at the aeroplane shed that he 


was going. The army men don’t know 
what he went for. 

Orville Wright the other day started 
for Dayton, O., for a piece of cloth 
with which to repair one of the wings 
of the aeroplane. 

An officer made a forcible comment to- 
day on the making of so long a trip as 
that undertaken by Orville, for the pur- 
pose of bringing back a piece of cloth. 

Another cfficer said: ‘“‘Why do _ the 
Wrights insist upon building their own 
motors? That is something I cannot un- 
derstand. There are so many experts 
who could furnish them with a motor 
that would not skip or stop, while the 
machine is in the air. 

Major Squier Talks. 

Major Squier said: “The Wrights’ ex- 
periments will probably mark the com- 
pletion of army aeronautics at Fort 
Myer for this season. We are not going 
9 give up time for mere _ exhibition 
ftights. It is a matter of business with 
the War Department. We are interested 
in securing, as soon as possible, a prac- 
tical aeroplane for the use of the signal 
corps, and in the fulfillment of the con- 
tract between the Wright brothers and 
the Government.’’ 

Father Not Surprised. 

Two persons who express no surprise 
nor annoyance at the deliberation and 
independence of the Wrights, are their 
father and brother, who have been here 
since the first tests were made. They 
are accustomed to seeing the brothers 
Gevoté many hours ta the smallest de- 
tails; and “are not surprised, either, that 
the -aeronauts insist upon going about 
their work in their own way, without 
waiting for. the advice’or consent of any 
other person or persons, War Depart- 
ment or no War Department, money or 
no money. 

‘Wilbur and Orville wefe again at work 
on thelr aeroplane in the shed on the 
Fort Myer drill grounds today. 

Orville brought with him the cloth for 
which he went to Dayton, and work on 
the damaged aeroplane was resumed. 

It is possible the machine will be 
ready for another preliminary trial by 
tomorrow evening.

JOIN BRANDENBURG IN ST. LOUIS 


Broughton Brandenburg is an odd 
prisoner and he is very giad he is.

Record for Entire Country Shows Possible Re- 
sults for Campaign in Behalf of “Safe 


and Sane” 


With returns in from all parts of the 
United States on Fourth of July casual- 
ties, this year’s two-day celebration of 


Independence Day has a record of 47 
persons killed and 2423 injured. 

The number of deaths was smaller 
than in 1908, when 56 were killed, ‘but 
the number of reported injuries was 
much larger, last year’s list of injuries 
having numbered 1899. ~ . 

The 48-hour duration of this year’s 
“Fourth’’ is held to account for the in- 
creased number of burned fingers and 
singed faces. The smaller number of 
fatalities, it is held, show that the ‘“‘safe 
and sane’ celebration movement. has 
had some result. 

St. Louis, with one person killed and 
194 injured, hardly showed as favorable 


Celebration. 


results as did Chicago, where there ws 
also one death, but only 40 reported 
injuries. Last year 12 were killed in 
Chicago. 

In Milwaukee 42 were injured, and no 
one. killed. 

New. York City reported five deaths 
and 337 injuries. 

Cleveland barred blank cartridge pis- 
tols and cannon crackers, and in conse- 
quence had few injuries. 

Eighteen of this year’s deaths were 
caused by tetanus. The tendency of 
this disease to develop, in some cases, 
after the effect of a wound is appar- 
ently over, indicates that some deaths 
may be added to this year’s Mst. The 
use of anti-tetanic serum has largely 
reduced deaths from this source in 
cities.

IN COURT, HIS 
TRIAL GUES OVER 


Prince Involved in ‘Round Ta- 
ble” Scandal Has Attack of 
Heart Trouble. 


FAINTS UNDER ORDEAL 


Was Being Examined to See It 
Sickness Was Ruse to Es- 
cape Proceedings. 





(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

BERLIN, July 7.—Prince Philip Zu 
Eulenburg fainted from an attack of 
heart failure in court today while un- 
dergoing an examination by physicians 
to determine his physical .fitness to 
stand trial. He is to be tried on charges 
of perjury alleged to have been com- 
mitted during the Harden-Von Moltke 
case which was an outgrowth of the 
“round table’ scandals of 1907. 

When the proceedings opened, the 
presiding judge asked the Prince if he 
was able to follow them. Zu Eulenburg, 
who seemed to be suffering, answered 
that he did not think so. The judge 
thereupon reminded the Prince that the 
commission of physicians, upon arriv- 
ing at the Castle of Liebenberg, had 
seen the Prince walking in the grounds, 
but that he had at once entered the 
castle and gone to bed. 

The members of the commission de- 
clared that in their opinion the Prince 
was sufficiently strong to stand the 
trial. They declared that when they ex- 
amined him he had simulated weakness 
and checked his breathing to affect his 
pulse, thus endeavoring to deceive them. 


Prince Denies Pretense. 


The Prince. who was sitting in an easy 
chair, arose at these remarks and stood 
trembling before his accusers. Resting 
his hand on the railing in front of him, 
he said: 

“That ig not true. That is not true. 
I have never pretended. I have an in- 
terest in being well. I want to get 
through with this trial and what would 
be the sense of my pretending? 

‘Why. did you hold your breath dur- 
ing the medical examination?’ asked 
the Judge. 

“I did no such thing,” retorted the 
Prince, shaking with excitement. | 

The Public Prosecutor thereupon de- 
manded that the Prince be placed under 
arrest and not permitted to give bail. 
Before ruling on this request the Judge 
consulted with his colleagues on the 
bench and decided that Zu Eulenburg 
should be examined by Prof. Kraus, 
who was present. The courtroom was 
cleared and the examination begun. 


Pulse Rose to 133. 


While undergoing it, the «rince was 
seized with cramps of the heart. His 
pulse rose to,.132 and he fainted away. 
The Princess, Zu Eulenburg and the 
Prince’s son were thereupon summoned 
from the witness room. 

Restoratives were applied and after 
the Prince had partially regained con- 
sciousness, the Court reassembled. The 
Prince lay on an invalid chair, with his 
eyes closed. Prof. Krause declared that 
the Prince was not able to go on with 
the trial, whereupon the Public Prose- 
cutor withdrew his motion for arrest 
and the case was adjourned indefinitely. 


“NINE-FOOT SHEET” LAW WILL 
NOT AFFECT ST, LOUIS HOTELS 


St. Louis hotels will not be affected 
by the new “nine-foot sheet’’ law, ac- 
cordin= to Lyman T. Hay, manager of 
the Jefferson and Planters hotels. 

“The word ‘nine’ is a misnomer,” said 
Mr. Hay, “as the law simply requires 
that bed sheets shall be made from 
goods at least 99 inches long, or eight 
feet three inches. All St. Louts hotels 
use sheets at least that large. 

“Two or three inches, usually, are 
necessary to sew pleats at the ends. I 
am not objecting to the law, hewever, 
because it may perhaps accomplish a 
useful purpose. 

“Country hetels that use sheets seven 
an.. one-half feet long may be the prin- 
ciple sufferers.”’ 

Gov. Hadley has appointed Tom L. 
Johnson of St. Leuis, hotel inspector to 
enforce the provisions of the new law. 
Mr. Johnson's salary wil] be $2000 a 
year and he will have four deputies at 
$100 a month each.

“I do not consider Wheelock a fit per- 
scn to employ the students, although he 
is an alumnus, and I will not allow 
any of my boys to join his band. I am 
here to run this institution and I will 
net permit Wheelock to usurp that 
duty.”’ 

Students Get Good Food. 

Mr. Friedman went on to say that he 
found it necessary to draw the strings 
after the great freedom permitted stu- 
dents by Maj. Mercer. He asked that 
arrests be made and personally prose- 
cuted saloon keepers who sold intex!i- 
cants to the students. That was the 
reason, he said, why the police had se 
much treuble.

BE LOOKED INTO 


Sister and Daughter Not Satis- 
fied With Verdict of 
Suicide. 


Coroner Baron has asked the police 
to make a further investigation of the 
circumstances surrounding the death of 
Julius Borneféld, who was found dead 
at his home, 8874 Juniata street, June 27, 
with a gas jet turned on in the room. 

A sister of Bornefeld and a daugh- 
ter by a former marriage, are not sat- 
isfied with the verdict of suicide by as- 
phyxiation, and if the police investiga- 
tion justifies such action, the body will 
be disinterred and a post-mortem-exam- 
ination will Be made. 


Bornefeld was a coffee salesman, 54 
years old. Friends say that he had 
been despondent, because the firm for 
which he worked had notified him that, 
if his sales did not show an increase, 
he would be dropped from its payroll. 

The daughter and sister refuse to 
believe that he killed himself, 

Mrs. Bornefeld Wednesday told De- 
tectives O’Brien and Garvey that on 
the day of her husband's death she left 
the house at 8:30 a. m. Jeanette Gall, 
her daughter by a former marriage, 
was at home and her husband was in 
bed in his room. 


When Mrs. Bornefeld returned home 
at /noon, she said, she smelled gas. 
The daughter said she had not noticed 
it. Mrs. Bornefeld went to her hus- 
band’s room. He was not there. She 
found him in bed in her son's room, 
A gas jet near the bed was turned on. 

Mrs. Bornefeld told the detectives 
that her husband was asphyxiated, 
though the door of the room was open, 
and the transom was raised.

His death 
Tuesday afternoon was due to a stroke 
of paralysis a year ago. For a month 
he had been in a critical condition. 

Mr. Northrop was a son of Sarah Burr 
Gould Northrop, the sister who reared 
Jay Gould. The Northrop family was 
poor and in his young manhood Reid 
Northrop went to Salt Lake City to 
work in a railroad office. Subsequently 
he was stationed in Central Kansas and 
had charge of the coal department af 
the Missouri Pacific Railroad, 

Mr. Northrop came to St.) Louis 27 
years ago to take charge of the Ameri- 
can Refrigerator Transitt Co., a Gould 
property, as gener:] inanager. The 
company then had ow.v cars, but Mr. 
Northrop extended business so rapidly 
that he was promoted to the presidency. 
His business ability, rather than his 
kinship with the Goulds, was regarded 
as the cause of his advancement. 

Quit Goulds in 1903. 

In 1903 there was a business diffi- 
culty between Mr. Northrop and the 
Goulds and he withdrew from the com- 
pany with his younger brother, San- 
ford. Shortly afterward friends of the 
family were shocked at the death of 
the younger brother, who shot himself 
at the home of William Clark Kenner- 
ly, 3731 Delmar boulevard, where he was 
a guest. Depression over the break 
| with the Goulds was said to have been 
the cause of the act. 

Reid Northrop went abroad and re- 
turning stopped at Buffalo with his 
wife, who was ill. While there he 
wounded himself with a revolver and it 
was reported he had attempted to end 
his life, but members of the family said 
the injury was accidental. 

Subsequently Mr. Northrop, with Col. 
Sam Fordyce and Joseph Ramsey, un- 
derwrote various railroad enterprisos 
with success. He was active in busi- 
ness until stricken with paralysis, after 
which he failed rapidly. He went abroad 
for treatment and - consulted eminent 
specialists in the East, but could not 
recover his health. The malady affect- 
ed his mind. 


ago, Mr. Northrop had been unable to 
leave his home, and he had been hov- 
ering between life and death a month. 
His wife and two children, Murray and 
Susanna, were with him when he died. 


Club Man and Art Connoisseur. 

Mr. Northrop was an ardent hunter

THE COSTLY PHILIPPINES. 

The report of the battle with the Moro chief 
Jikiri and his followers reminds the American 
people that their troubles in the Philippines are 
not over. We are still engaged in the thankless 
and unprofitable task of putting down rebellion 
and “outlawry” at the cost of good American 
blood, 

The task is not a light one. The report of the 
battle proves that the Moro insurrectfonists are 
plucky fighters. Jikiri and all of his fighting men 
who were cornered in the cave where the battle 
took place are reported killed. Our own losses 
were one private killed, three officers, 20 soldiers 
and one sailor wounded. Among the wounded 
is one St. Louisan, Lieut. Archie Miller, who is 
highly commended for gallant conduct. 

The men who are risking their lives in the 
pursuit of insurgent Filipinos are performing 
their duty. They are courageous and intelligent 
soldiers who must obey orders. But we may 
well question both the wisdom and the righteous- 
ness of the policy which keeps brave Americans 
policing the Philippines against the will of a 
majority of Filipinos and in violation of a funda- 
mental principle of our Government. The policy 
is costly in good blood, costly in money and costly 
in the sacrifice of principles which may bring 
greater troubles in the future. We may have 
to pay for our Philippines work in political de- 
moralization at home, which in point of cost will 
far outmeasure the actual blood and money ex- 
pended.

Apparent'y Mr. Tillman believes the Republican 
leaders have a mutual. understanding and the 
program is going to be carried out as now formu- 
lated. No account seems to be taken of the 
President’s expressed views with the consequences 
of broken pledges as he foresaw them. 

But it is plainer than ever that anything but 
a reduction of tariff rates that will satisfy public 
opinion will be the beginning of a new 
agitation and a more clamorous, vigorous 
and effective one than has yet been known. 
The tariff discussion in the Senate and out 
of it has been most illuminating. The ridicu- 
lousness of a tax scheme which puts ten dollars 
in the pockets of wealth to one in the treasury 
and takes the whole eleven from the ultimate 
consumer, has been demonstrated. The corpora- 
tion tax, as Aldrich feared, is an entering wedge. 
In addition to its confession of the inadequacy 
of a tariff tax to meet requirements of revenue, 
it points the way to the direct taxation of 
wealth. The direct taxation of wealth, in addition 
to answering sound economic demands, has the 
appearance of a thing destined to become mighty 
popular.

THE INDIAN REVOLT. 
An attempt in a meeting of Indian students in 
London to pass a resolution condemning the mur- 
der of Sir William Hutt Curzon Wyllie by Indian 
Student Dhinagri caused a serious riot. Many of 
the Indian studerts resented the resolution. 
It is evident that the Wyllie murder was po- 
litical and was an extreme expression of the 
spirit of revolt against British rule which perme- 
ates great masses of Enzland’s Indian subjects. 
The situation in India should cause more uneasi- 
ness in Great Britain than the growing power of 
Germany’s navy. 
The actual condition there is not fully realized 
by the outside world, because it has not yet taken 
the form of an organized military outbreak. But 
that it is a widespread political revolution there 
can be no doubt. For a considerable time having 
in mind the British experience in North Amer- 
ica, the English officials were disposed to be 
lenient with the Indian rebels. They tried to 
avoid severe repressive measures, but leniency has 
been steadily giving way under pressure to 
severe restrictive measures. Additional sedition 
laws have been passed by the Indian Council under 
which seditious writings, acts and utterances 
have been printed. Editors have ben impris- 
oned and fined. Indi:xn leaders have been pun- 
ished or held under close surveillance. Free speech 
and free press are myths in India at present. 
But how far can repressive measures succeed 
in holding down the social and national aspira- 
tions of an enormous population like that of 
India? The population is foreign in language, 
customs and manners. The propaganda can be 
carried on under the noses of the English offi- 
cials. That the men who are conducting the 
campaign are regarded by their fellow country- 
men as patriots and martyrs cannot be doubted. 
If the campaign of agitation is followed by a 
policy of assassination, how long will it be before 
repression will intensify the ombers and fan them 
into a flame of revolution? 
The spirit of liberty is strangely moving the 
Oriental peoples. It has animated the patient 
Turks and the long-suffering Persians. It is agi- 
tating the submissive East Indians. At any mo- 
ment Great Britain may be confronted with a 
task of subduing Indian millions so gigantic in 
cost of blood, labor and treasure that it will prove 
unendurable.

mand secrecy. He may time publication to suit a 

variety of purposes, Instead of serving as a safe- 
guard, this provision ef the law opens the way te 
serious abuses. No President should ever be em- 
powered by Congress to make use of secret reports 
for political purposes during the heat of a national! 
campaign or to withhold official reports about cor- 
poration matters as private or political ammunition.
